Vote-Splitting

The records show the voters now shopping around 
more than In earlier years among the various candi­ 
dates for office — that is, they are apt to vote for some 
nominees of one party and some nominees of the other. 
In 1948, for Instance, Massachusetts went for Truman 
while electing a COP senator, and Delaware for Dewey 
while choosing a Democratic senator. 
In other states, vote-splitting in 1948 was Indicated 
by wide discrepancies in the respective majorities given 
to candidates of the same party. Colorado re-elected 
Edwin C. Johnson (D.» to the Senate by over 175.000 
while giving Truman a majority of less than 28.000. 
Iowa elected Democrat Gillette to the Senate by 163,- 
000 while giving Truman only a 28,000 majority. Illinois 
lent Paul Douglas <D.) to the Senate by 407,000 while 
going for Truman by only 33.000. 
Those 1948 results in Illinois, where Dewey ran 
more than 240.000 votes ahead of the Republican can­ 
didate for the Senate, seem to make pointless the 
taunt leveled at Dewey by Senator Dirksan of Illinois 
at the 1952 Republican National Convention — that 
Dewey had twice led the party to defeat. 
On the other side of the political fence. Oregon 
gave Dewey a majority of less than 18,000 In 1948 while 
re-electing Senator Cordon (R ) by 100,000. And South 
Dakota went for Dewey by only 12,000 while sending 
Republican Mundt to the Senate by a 146 000 majority. 
Equally Indicative of widespread disregard of party 
labels in 1948 were some of the elections for state gov­ 
ernor. Twenty-seven states outside of the South held 
gubernatorial elections that year. One-third of the 27 
elected a governor of one party while voting for the 
Presidential candidate of the other. Connecticut. Dela­ 
ware, Indiana and Michigan chose Democratic gover­ 
nors. and Iowa. Minnesota. Utah, Washington, and 
Wisconsin elected Republican ones. 
In 1944 five states voted Democratic for President 
and Republican for the Senate, while North Dakota 
voted Republican for President and elected a Democrat 
to the Senate. Severn states voted Republican for gov­ 
ernor Democratic for President, and Ohio voted Demo­ 
cratic for governor, Republican for President. 
All this doesn’t imply that “coattail-riding” into 
office is altogether a thing of the past A strong can­ 
didate for one office still gives some aid to a weak can­ 
didate of the same party for another office. This year 
Eisenhower is supposed to strengthen certain Republi­ 
can senators elected in 1946 and now up for re-election, 
and in turn is expected to be helped in Wisconsin by 
the McCarthy race for the Senate and in New York by 
the renomination of Senator Ives. In Ohio Stevenson 
should be strengthened by the re-election of Governor 
Lausche, in Missouri by the Senate candidacy of W. 
Stuart Symington. 


Everest's Challenge 


Though the range of their operations is much 
narrower than that of polar or Jungle explorers, the 
six Swiss mountaineers who are seeking to reach the 
top of unconquered Mount Everest in Nepal are akin 
to them In spirit. They are determined, as are those 
who chart caverns, to help in making available to man 
the last of the many secrets of Mother Earth. 
Far greater personal danger attends this essay of 
Mount Everest, as these Alpine climbers are well 
aware, with less addition to scientific knowledge But 
to reach the summit of the world s highest mountain 
is a perpetual challenge. 
The same group, one of whom got to within 900 
feet of the top, made the effort last spring and de­ 
clared that the mountain, whose official height is 
recorded as 29002 feet, towered 29,610 feet and I* 
continuing to rise 'through accumulations of enow 
and Ice. 
Never before has an attempt to scale the moun­ 
tain been made in the autumn because of the danger 
of avalanches from melting of snow and Ice caused 
by monsoon winds. But the expedition is under way, 
having already left its bale 12.000 feet up in the 
high Himalayas. 
If all goes well, only two men equipped with 
apparatus that will pump them oxygen while they 
move, Instead of only when they stop and operate 
It themselves, will seek the top—from which, if ever 
It has been reached, nobody has returned to tell the 
tale. 
Back in 1924 two Britons were seen by telescopes 
near the summit before the mists inclosed them, and 
never were heard from again. The present expedition 
involves long planning and heavy investment. Its ob­ 
jective is far more than a flamboyant “Kilroy was 
here.” 


Rehabilitation Of Korea 


The problem of a truce in the Korean War comes 
before the UN General Assembly, convening today. If 
a truce can be arranged by UN (a very big “If” indeed!, 
the large-scale economic rehabilitation of Korea could 
get going at once. 
Meantime, the Korean Reconstruction Agency is 
about to take the first substantia! steps in its relief and 
reconstruction program in South Korea This body, 
created by the UN General Assembly in December 1950, 
has been pledged $205 million from UN member na­ 
tions, $162 million of it from the United States, but 
few of the pledged funds have been paid in while the 
agency was only able to mark time. 
Relief needs in 8outh Korea up to the present have 
been handled by the U. S. Army. through a civilian 
command On the various assistance teams of the civil­ 
ian command are members of international welfare 
bodies, as well as military and civilian representatives 
of various nations. 
8o far, little of a permanent nature has been done 
to help the stricken Korean civilians except to provide 
food, shelter, clothing, medicines and medical care. 
The long-range program calls for rehabilitation — of 
Korean agriculture on a scientific basis, erection of 
power plants, repair of transportation, building of fac­ 
tories, workshops, and schools, all with much partici­ 
pation by the Koreans themselves.

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Effect Of Nicotine 
On The Circulation 


Buerger’s disease < thromboangiitis 
obliterans) Is the circulatory dis­ 
turbance in which most psysicians 
insist, "Absolutely no smoking now 
and forever!” The question of to ­ 
bacco is likely to come up because 
almost all victims indulge. In fact, 
several authorities adm it they never 
have seen a typical case of Buerger's 
in a nonsmoker. 
The disorder is 
partial to young and middle aged 
men, ranging from 17 to 49. Circu­ 
latory disturbances th a t come after 
th at time of life usually are the 
result of hardening of the arteries. 
Tobacco has a varied effect in 
these individuals. In some instances, 
cram ping of the legs disappears 
shortly after the individual 6tops 
smoking. 
The m alady no longer 
progresses but comes to a standstill 
as though cured. I have known pa­ 
tients who did well so long as they 
kept the pledge: others require ad ­ 
ditional help with certain medicines. 
One young m an with involvement 
of the hands was warned never to 
smoke because the circulation to 
his Angers was in a precarious state. 
One night he went to a party, had 
several drinks, and smoked a aingla 
cigaret. Three days later, the digits 
were gangrenous and am putation 
became necessary. 


The harm ful effect of tobacco on 
the circulation ha* been dem on­ 
strated In m any other we va. Nico­ 
tine 
constricts 
the 
arteries 
and 
diminishes the flow of blood. This 
has been proved again and again 
with the usual methods for testing 
the circulation. For example, lf the 
tem perature of the skin is used as 
an index of the circulatory status, 
and a special therom em eter is plac­ 
ed on the end of the fingertips, a 
drop in tem perature often is noted 
after smoking one cigaret. The aver­ 
age fall is 5.3 degrees F., but in 
some it decreases as much as 15 
degrees, indicating m arked curtail­ 
m ent of the blood flow through the 
capillaries. 
There is evidence to 
show that some victim; of B uerger’s 
are allergic to nicotine and th a t this 
abnorm al sensitivity is responsible 
for changes th a t occur in the blood 
vessels. This view has not received 
universal 
acceptance. 
Moreover, 
m any individuals equally sensitive 
to tobacco do not have a circulatory 
disturbance. 


Another perlexing question is why 
women largely escape the ailm ent. 
Fewer th an 75 cases have been re­ 
ported in the medical literature, and 
practically all were heavy atnokera. 
One woman of my acquaintance 
with this disease had smoked from 
eight to 36 cigarets a day since aha 
was I. For the last 15 year*, phy­ 
sicians have been wondering w heth­ 
er Buerger** will become more prev­ 
alent in the fair sex. It is about 
tim e this question was answered be­ 
cause women have been smoking aa 
m uch as m en during thi* time, yet 
the incidence of the disease has not 
increased 
Only a few new remedies have 
appeared during the last decade. 
Typhoid vaccine and surgical #ym-

are 
advocated, 
along w ith vasodilating drugs. Most 
physicians stress good foot hygiene 
which means meticulous care of the 
skin and nails. 
Poorly nourished 
tissues 
are 
handicapped 
because 
they are a t the mercy of infection 
and tranum a. 
G angrene may be 
forestalled by avoiding even Ulva! 
accidents th a t healthy tissues would 
be able to overcome.

paign contributions of any kind by 
corporations. 
W hen 
In 
1949. 
the 
Congrats amended that law and put 
labor unions on the same footing as 
corporations, tha labor leaders de­ 
cided to test the statute, and they 
did so successfully. 
Free Expression Wins 
On* case wa* brought in which 
were involved funds specifically set 
aside for the publishing of a CIO 
union newspaper circulated solely to 
it* memoers. The newspaper printed 
a statem ent of its political views. 
Then another CIO union brought a 
second case in which the political 
m aterial a a s adm ittedly paid for 
out of union funds and wa* publish­ 
ed in a newspaper in no way con­ 
nected with the union. In fact, a 
radio program was also added as an 
item of expenditure. The court* in 
both cases said the law couldn’t re­ 
strain free expression. 
In the first case, which was de­ 
cided on Feb. 8. 1949, by the S u­ 
preme Court of the United States, 
the opinion by Justice Reed said in 
part: 
“It would require explicit words 
in an act to convince us th a t Con­ 
gress intended to bar a trade jour­ 
nal. a house organ or a newspaper, 
published by a corporation, from 
expressing views on candidates or 
political proposals in the regular 
course of its publication. 
“It is unduly stretching language 
to say th a t the members or stock­ 
holders are unwilling participants 
in such norm al organizational acti­ 
vities, 
Including 
the 
advocacy 
thereby of governm ental policies af­ 
fecting their interest*, and the sup­ 
port thereby of candidates thought 
to be favorable to their interest*."

In the second case, which never 
wa* appealed to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, the decision 
by Judges Augustus Hand. Clark. 
and Frank of the U. 8. Circuit C ourt 
of Appeals in New York City on 
Feb 
8. 1949, went farther. Judge 
Hand said th a t “an interpretation 
of the statute which would allow 
such expenditures in the case of a 
union publication and prohibit them 
when made by a union through the 
use of an independent newspaper or 
radio station seems without logical 
justification; nor is such differen­ 
tiation suggested by the apparent 
purposes or by the term s of the 
statute or by it# legislative history.” 
Inasm uch as the Supreme Court 
has never parsed on the second 
case, there la some risk in trying to 
spend money for political purposes 
other than through regularly estab­ 
lished union putyicalons or com­ 
pany "house organs." Political ex­ 
penses generally cannot be deducted 
as a business expense for income 
tax purposes by corporations. The 
Bureau of Internal Revenue has 
Just issued a w arning on th a t point. 
Unions, of course, do not pay taxes, 
anyway So there is, to be sure, an 
inequality here between these two 
types of organizations. 
Clarified The Problem 
As for editorial or news m atter 
published in regularly issued ‘ house 
organs,” there is no question about 
a 
tax 
deduction, 
because 
these 
periodicals have been regularly is­ 
sued. If they are not issued Just for 
the period of a campaign, or are de­ 
voted wholly to politics, they can 
print political expressions as a part 
of the periodical w ithout incurring 
any challenge to deductibility of the 
costs 
of 
the 
publication 
itself. 
Otherwise, the governm ent would 
be in the position of singling out 
a single article in a regular publi­ 
cation and attem pting to separate 
its coct from the rest of the periodi­ 
cal—som ething not only im practical 
to figure out but propably an un- 
con.'LituUona!

freedom of expression. 
To select 
certain m aterial for penalty pur­ 
poses would be an unequal applica­

W ITH THE EISENHOWER PARTY 
It says a lot that the members of 
Gen. 
Elsenhower's 
personal 
staff 
commonly refer to his visit to Wis­ 
consin a* the "Terrible Day."

background of the “Terrible Day." 
which is still not understood, in 
turn explains a lot of things that 
are troubling a lot of people. 
W hen Eisenhower and his staff 
were planning the invasion of Wis­ 
consin, the m ain question confront­ 
ing them was of course the question 
of Sen. Joseph R. M cCarthy. Eisen­ 
hower thought he had already h an ­ 
dled the M cCarthy problem ade­ 
quately, He personally wanted even 
less to do with M cCarthy than with

C. Marshall. Sen. W illiam Jenner of 
Indiana. 
For reasons of principle as wen 
as of politics, the general's staff 
held the same view. 
They thought

But they planned not to invite Mc­ 
C arthy to travel through Wisconsin 
on Eisenhower's train. And in order 
to emphasize the general's stand, 
Eisenhower and his staff included 
high praise of M cC arthy’s victim. 
Gen. M arshall, in their first draft 
of the general* Milwaukee speech.

line. 
The fact th a t this promise is 
essentially a gold brick has already 
been touched upon in this space. 
Resisted By Ike 
Yet Gen. Eisenhower has been 
daily besieged by scores of Republi­ 
can leaders to make a flat unquali­ 
fied promise to end the Korean 
War. 
This pressure to sacrifice the 
national Interest to political ex­ 
pediency Eisenhower has firmly re­ 
sisted. 
At the same time, Elsen­ 
hower was not at first fam iliar w ith 
the detail* of the K orean situation. 
Building up South Korean strength 
looked to him like a partial way 
out. 
He impulsively suggested this 
misleading way out to escape the 
pressure of the Republican profes­ 
sionals. 
And so the damage was 
done. 
Add to all this a further fact, th a t 
Eisenhower is now surrounded by a 
group of men and women as hopeful 
as you could find. Oov. Adams, de­ 
spite hi* role in the “Terrible Day," 
exactly typifies th* m oderate, en­ 
lightened and progressive Republi­ 
can party so many people have 
hoped for. So do the other mem bers 
of Eisenhower's intim ate personal 
staff, like Sen Fred Seaton and the 
two on-tram apeeoh-writers, G abriel 
Hauge, a recruit from Gov. Thom as 
E. Dewey's old staff, and the public- 
spirited banker-law yer from Boston, 
Robert Cutler. 
It i* significant that Eisenhower 
ha# chosen these men to work w ith 
him despite a determ ined attem pt 
by the T aft wing of the party to 
capture all places of influence. 
It 
is also significant th a t the general's 
personal staff, and presumably the 
general himself, have frankly d e ­ 
tested such sacrifices of principle 
a* they have m ade and it la still 
more significant th at there has been 
som ething of a crisis, recently, in 
Eisenhower's 
entoursge, 
resulting 
from these very compromises and 
th# distaste th a t I* felt for them 
After this crisis, the word ha* 
been passed. “Eisenhower is going 
to say w hat Eisenhower really be­ 
lieves. from now on out." The re­ 
sults should be rem arkable.

DON'T LEAD AN HONOR 
WHEN about to try a finesse, 
you may be in position to lead a 
secondary honor with the idea of 
sending it through, or else a low 
card with the purpose of putting 
In a secondary honor from the op­ 
posite hand. If confronted by that 
option, you will usually come out 
better in the long run by leading 
the low card. That is, unless you 
have a problem of re-entries or 
else possess all touching lower 
cards which may become of Im­ 
portance.

bring him to the point where he 
could get his game if four spade 
trick s could be harvested. So he 
went after them. 
Noting that a successful finesse 
seemed to be all he required for 
success, he led the spade Q to the 
fourth trick . West covered with 
the K and the A won. So far so 
good. But then, when the J and 
10 were played, West’s discard 
showed East still bolding the 8 as 
against dummy’s 4. Now South’s 
case was hopeless. 
After two 
tnck s in hearts and two in clubs, 
he had only eight and had to give 
the defenders the last three trick s. 
South's mistak e was m unnec­ 
essarily squandering his spade Q 
by leading it. There was not a 
thing to be gained by that play, 
and plenty to be lost. He had 
plenty of entries to his own hand, 
so should have led a low card on 
the first spade trick to finesse the 
J or 10, and then should have 
come to his hand to repeat the 
play. As the cards lay. that would 
have brought his game safely into

Following defensive tricks by 
the diamond K and A, South won 
the third trick in that suit with 
the Q and then counted up. With 
himself now wide open tn the de­ 
fenders' diamonds, he resifted he 
had to run his game uninterrupt­ 
edly or not at all. Two tricks in 
hearts and two rn slubs would I

bring him to the point where he 
could get his game if four spade 
tricks could be harvested. So he 
went after them. 
Noting that a successful finesse 
seemed to be all he required for 
success, he led the spade Q to the 
fourth trick. West covered with 
the K and the A won. So far so 
good. But then, when the J and 
IO were played, West's discard 
showed East still bolding the 8 as 
against dummy’s 4. Now South's 
case was hopeless. 
After two 
tricks in hearts and two in clubs, 
he had only eight and had to give 
the defenders the last three tricks. 
South's mistake was in unnec­ 
essarily squandering his spade Q 
by leading it. There was not a 
thing to be gained by that play, 
and plenty to be lost. He had 
plenty of entries to hit own hand, 
so should have led a low card on 
the first spade trick to finesse the 
J or IO, and then should have 
come to his hand to repeat the 
play. As the cards lay, that would 
have brought his game safety into 
port.
